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ESPIONAGE 

This subject is dealt with in chapter 3? of the Criminal 
Code (38 United States Code, m-7*8), action 10 of the Atomic 
Energy Act <1*2 United States Code, 1810} and section U of the 
SSSal Security Act of 19!>0 (5& United States Code, 783). 

Sections 791-798 

Section 7Q1 makes the provisions of the chapter applicable 
SUtra, or tho « .« ,mA *tM- «- 
®nd admiralty jurisdiction of the dhited states. 

Section 792 orohibits the harboring or concealing of any 
person 'know or snspooted of having rammed, or bd ng 
to commit, any offense prohibited by section 7^3 and 79U, under 
penalty of #10, OOO fine or 10 years* imprisonment or both. 

Section 793 prohibits the gathering, transmitting, or losing 
of defense information. The first paragraph provides tho. no per- 
son shall for the purpose of obtaining infomat ton respecting the 
national defense, with intent and reason to believe that such in 
formation Is to bo usod to the injury of the “inf «

Section 79h penalises the gathering or delivery of defense 
information to aid a foreign government. In the first paragraph, 
the delivering or communicating of defense Information, with in- 
tent or reason to believe that It is to be used to Injure the United 
States or benefit a foreign nation, is prohibited, Tiolations in 
time of war are punishable by death or 30 years* Imprisonment 
while the peace time penalty is 20 years* imprisonment, By the 
third paragraph, in t time of war, the gathering, publishing or 
eecnmin testing of any information relating to the Aimed Forces, 
operational plane or defensive measures, with intent to injure 
the United States or aid a foreign nation, is punishable by death 
or 30 years in prison. Conspiracies to violate the section carry 
the name ptmishmenfc. 

Sections 795-796 forbid the photographing or sketching of 
"vital military or naval installations or equipment" - as defined 
by the President - and the use of aircraft for such purposes. 

Section 797 prohibits the unauthorised publication and sale 
of photographs or sketches of "vital military or naval installations 
or equipment." offenses against sections 795-797 are misdemeanors. 

By section 798 it is male a crime to knowingly and willfully 
reveal in ray maimer prejudicial to the United States or bene- 
ficial to a foreign government any classified information relating 
to (1) nature, preparation, of any code or cipher (2) design etc, 
of any device used for aryptegratihie or commur.? cation intelligence 
(3) communication intelligence activities (It) material obtained by 
communication intelligence, under penalty of 10 years* imprison- 
ment and $10, non fine or both. The section further provides that 
nothing contained therein is to be deemed to prohibit the disclosure 
of information to a congressional committee. 

Atomic r nergy Act 

The Atomic Fnergy Act, (ii2 United States Code 1810(b) ) pro- 
hibits any person from communicating, disclosing, acquiring, al- 
tering, or destroying any document or material involving restricted 
data, with intent to injure the United States or secure an advan- 
tage to any foreign nation, under penalty of death or life 
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imprisoiwient (these penalties to be imposed only upon the recom- 
mendation of the jury), or 20 years* imprisonment or #2o,000 fine 
or both. The coronuni cation or disclosure of restricted data with 
reason to believe It will be utilised to injure the halted States 
or secure an advantage to a foreign nation is punishable by #10 ,000 
fine or 10 years* Imprisonment. 

Internal f^curitz Ast 

The third major statute dealing with espionage is the Internal 
Security Act of l e ?0, faction !i of the Act (£0 United States Code 
783) makes it unlawful for a Government officer or employee to 
coaaaai cate without authority, ary information which has been clas- 
sified by the President (or head of ary department or agency) 
to ary person who is an agent of a foreign government or of a 
Communist organisation, or for such person knowingly to obtain or 
receive such information. Maximum penalties for violations of 
the section are Imprisonment 4of l n years or *10,000 fine or both. 


SABOTAGE 

Various forms of sabotage are prohibited by IS United States 
Code 2151-2156, 

Section 2151 sets forth the definitions of "war material,” 

"war premises," "war utilities," "associate nation,” "nail nal- 
defense material, » "national-defense premises," and "national** 
defense utilities," 

Section 2152 prohibits the willful trespass upon. Injury to, 
or interference with, the property or operation of say submarine 
nine, torpedo, fortification or harbor defense system. The willful 
violation -of any Presidential order governing persons and vessels 
within the limits of the defensive sea areas is also penalized, 
Offenses are punishable by 5 years* imprisonment or fb,0 00 fine or 
both. 

Section 2153 prohibits the willful injury or destruction of 
ary war material, war premises or war utilities, when the United 
States is at war, with the intent to injure the United States or 
any associate nation in carrying on the var r defers© activities, 
including conspiracies, under penalty of 30 years* imprisonment, 
13.0,000 fine or both. By section 2l5ii, the production of any de- 
fective war material under the same circumstances and with like 
intent is similarly punishable.

Section 2155 provides a penalty of 10 years' issprieoranent 
or 810,000 fine or both for the willful destruction, with intent 
to hinder rational, defer so* of any national defense material, 
p r em ises or utilities* A stellar penalty is provided in section 
2156 for the production of defective national-defense material 
when done with the saaae intent. 


SUWIKSIfE ACTI7ITIFS 

Subv ers ion is denounced by 18 United States 0®d© 2385-2390* 

Section 2385 stakes it unlawful knowingly or willfully to ad- 
vacate the overthrow of the Go Vermont by force or violence, to 
organise or help or attempt to organise s group to teach, advocate, 
or encourage such overthrow, or to join such a group knowing its 
jjia*poee, under penalty of 10 years* imprisonment or $10, rs 00 fine 
or both. 

Section 2386 requires the registration of organisations, 
subject to foreign control and engaging in politico-military 
activities, having as their object the overthrow of the Government. 

It provides penalties of 10 years’ imrrl cement of 810,000 fine 
or both for failure to do so. 

Section 238? forbids any person to counsel, cause or attempt 
to cause Ins ubo r d ination or disloyalty in the Armed Forces with 
Intent to impair loyalty, morale or discipline, filiations are 
punishable by imprisonment for 10 years or flO,' - **) fine or both. 

By Section 2368, it is unlawful in time of war to spread 
false reports or statements designed to hinder the military op- 
erations of the felted ftates or to aid its enemies or to cause 
or attempt to cause insubordination or disloyalty or to hinder 
recruitment, under penalty of 10 years' imprisonment, or f!0,*00 
fine or both, •'bncplraclee to commit an offense under this sec- 
tion are similarly punishable. 

By section 2389 the recruitment or enlistment, for armed hos- 
tility against the United States Is prohibited under penalty of 
5 years* impri sonraent , or flCFF* fine or both. And by section 2390, 
the enlistment to undertake armed hostility against the United 
States is punishable by 3 years’ imprisonment or tlOO.oo fine or both
